Four  Way  Stop  for  College  and  Murray 

Kimberly  Overton  from  the  S.F.  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  has  confirmed  that  stop  signs  for  College  at  Murray  have  been 
approved  by  the  department.  The  next  phase  will  be  approval  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Supervisor  Kevin  Shelly  will  be  assisting 
us  at  that  level.  Other  possible  sites  for  future  stop  signs  will  be  Genebern  at  Justin,  as  well  as  Murray  at  Justin.  In  addition  to  stop 
signs,  the  DPT  will  also  be  enlarging  the  directional  signs  for  Mission  street  off  the  280  exit  ramp  and  possibly  striping  the  block  of 
Murray  at  Mission  to  better  distinguish  the  lanes.  Although  the  possibility  of  one  way  streets  was  originally  proposed  by  the  DPT, 
further  study  would  be  needed  to  mandate  such  a  change.  Additional  studies  of  traffic  and  speed  have  been  scheduled  for  the 
upcoming  months.
